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Response to Restriction Requirement 


Dear Sir: 


The Office Action mailed July 7, 2004 has been carefully considered. In this Office Action 
the Examiner required that Applicants elect for prosecution on the merits a single disclosed 
species of the invention if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The Examiner has 
indicated identified three specific species - Species A directed to a means for generating an 
audiovisual stimulus comprising a means for producing at least one Ught; Species B directed to a 
means for generating an audiovisual stimulus comprising a means for producing a sound effect; 
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and Species C directed to a means for generating an audiovisual stimulus comprising a means for 
producing a flash of light and means for simultaneously generating a sound effect. The Examiner 
also required fiirther election of a signle dispclosed species for prosecution on the merits to 
which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claims are finally held to be patentable. These 
species comprise: Species D directed to a trigger electronically connected to the audiovisual 
mechanism to thereby activate said mechanism upon depression of the activation switch; Species 
E directed to a trigger connected to the mechanism for propelling the projectile; and Species F 
directed to a trigger connected to both the audiovisual mechanism and the mechanism for 
propelling the projectile. 

AppUcant hereby traverses this restriction requirement. There is a strong public policy to 
retain all embodiments of an invention in a single application to permit others to be able to refer 
to a single patent rather than a multipUcity of patents. Further, judicial and PTO economy 
mandate that all such features of an invention should be included and prosecuted together in a 
single application. 

In light of the fact that Claim 1 is generic, Apphcant beheves that the subject restriction 
requirement should be withdrawn. 

Should the Examiner continue to maintain this restriction requirement, AppUcant 
provisionally elects for continued prosecution Species A, which species is currently described in 
Claims 1-4, 8-15, 19-21 and 25, and further provisionally elects for continued prosecution 
Species F, which species is currently described in Claims 1-3, 8-15, 21 and 25. 

In light of the above, applicant respectfully requests that the restriction requirement be 
withdrawn and each of the species presently pending in this apphcation be examined.
